2. Document Dl is regarded as the closest prior art compared to the subject of claims 1 and 
IS. It discloses a method for producing a fancy yam, which corresponds to an existing 
model fancy yam, wherein the spinning settings to generate the fancy yam are generated 
by digital activation, for example by means of a random generator, which also generated 
the spinning settings for the already existing model fancy yam (Col. 3, lines 1 to 31). 

Dl also discloses a device for carrying out a method of this type. 

2.1 The subject of claim 1 differs therefore from the known Dl in that the already existing 
model fancy yam is guided for measuring through a measuring mechanism, in order to 
continuously measure at least one of the parameters of diameter and mass of the model 
fancy yam. The subject also differs in that the measured values are then evaluated, in that 
the effect formation of the model fancy yam is determined therefrom from the effect 
regions and webs located in between and in that a data set is formed from the data 
representing the effect formation and, on the basis of this, spinning settings are generated, 
with which a fancy yam is produced. 

2.1 1 The subject of claim IS differs from the known Dl above all in that the device has an 
evaluation mechanism (32A), which determines the effect data of the model fancy yam 
from the measured values, and in that the device has a yam design unit (32), v^diich 
generates the data required for spinning by means of yam design software from the effect

Consequently, the subject of claim 1 and claim IS of the application is novel in the 
context of Article 33(1) PCX. 

2.2 The object to be achieved with the present invention can be seen in nevertheless being 
able to produce already existing fancy yams, for which no spinning setting data is known 
for a respective spinning adjustment. 

2.3 The solution to this object proposed in the characterising part of claim 1 and in the 
characterising part of claim IS is based on a measurement of the model of the already 
existing fancy yam. This is not made obvious by any of the documents cited in ttie search 
report. 

This solution is therefore based on an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT). 

3. Claims 2 to 14 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore also meet the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and an inventive step. As claims 16 and 17 depend on claim 
IS these also meet tiie requirements of the PCT with regard to novelty and an inventive 
step. 
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
